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Remarks 

The sequence listing enclosed herewith includes SEQ ID N0S:l-7. The sequence 
listing submitted herewith differs from the sequence listing submitted with the 
Amendment and Response filed on November 26, 2004, in changing the description of 
SEQ ID N0:1 and SEQ ID N0:2 from "synthetic" to "artificial" and adding a comment 
to the description of SEQ ID NO: 1 and SEQ ID N0:2. Accordingly, this amended 
sequence listing introduces no new matter. 

Telephonic Conference 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for the courtesy of a telephonic conference with 
the Applicant's attorney on February 28, 2005, during which the sequence listing was 
discussed. It was clarified to the Examiner's satisfaction that none of the sequences in 
the sequence listing are identical to each other. Specifically, it was clarified that SEQ ID 
N0:5 is the EpoR polypeptide sequence reported by Jones et al., and SEQ ID NO:7 is the 
EpoR polypeptide sequence reported by Winkelman et al. The two polypeptides differ at 
four amino acid residues, as described in the amended specification paragraph beginning 
at page 2, lines 6 of the specification, found at page 2 of the Applicant's Amendment and 
Response filed on November 26, 2004.
